t was at approximately 

4:30 a.m. on June 2, 2001, 
when Tammy Brown woke 
to the sound of someone 
banging on her front door. 
“Goddamn Travis,” she 
thought irritably, “he forgot 
his keys again.” Her 
husband, 31-year-old 
volunteer firefighter Travis Brown, 
had been called out an hour earlier 
to battle a barn fire. Tammy couldn't 
count the number of times he'd left

from bed, she turned on the lights 
and walked toward the front door.

“You 
get to the point where you wonder 
if you even want to send people out 
on calls anymore,” the 41-year-old 
father of five says, shaking his head. 
As the complete details of the 
tragedy came to light, many people 
wondered why Hendrix hadn't been 
kicked out of the department 
earlier. “It’s actually harder to get 
rid of a volunteer than a paid 
firefighter,” Sharon Crowder 
explains. “He’s a volunteer, so you

can't fire him. You can request he 


be removed, but you better have 
your reasons and you better have 
it documented, or he'll take you to 
court.” She pauses and the words 
begin to come harder for her.

The fear was 
that if we kicked him out of the 
department, he would come after 
us, and come after our homes.” 
Chief Crowder explains that the 
options of fire departments across 
the country are currently limited by 
various state laws. “Right now it’s 
illegal for us to do a background

For now, those factors are out 
of the hands of the fire department, 
contributing to the fear that the 
situation will only get worse. “We

That is the basis 
for some types of antiviral therapy.

“The gorillalike bodyguard 
is not the way to go,” insists 
Cohen, who trains SWAT 
teams in his spare time. “My 
guys don’t look like much, but —< 
when you see them work, it’ll be very 
clear that they’re not just a bunch of kids 
from an afterschool karate class.” Much of 
the 27-year-old’s training technique comes | 
from the martial-arts style of krav maga. 
“It’s a very pragmatic self-defense system 
that uses a lot of elbows, knees and low 
kicks,” Cohen says. “There’s also a lot of 
aggressiveness training. It’s not enough 
to just learn the technique. You have to 
constantly put yourself in situations 
where you're forced to act under 
pressure.” Here Cohen reveals the drills 
that get his team into fighting shape.

| | Much like love, Hollywood is a battlefield, which is why Cohen 
| | sets up a firing range that tests his agents’ total toughness. “I'll 
| | set up about 40 targets, and they’ll be running through tires, 
| coming out of cars and moving through windows,” Cohen says. 
| “You'll fire off three magazines.” Different firing stances work the 
legs, while the weight of the handgun provides built-in strength 
and resistance training for the arms.

“In krav maga, the 
whole concept is to go for the vital places: the eyes, the groin, 
the throat. You want to neutralize your attacker while exerting 
as little of your own energy as possible,” Cohen says. While 
doing this drill, the agents hold little back. “You can use any 
means necessary except contact to the face,” he explains. 

| “All of these drills last until fatigue,” Cohen says. 
“And then you do them again.” 
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To cap off a good workout, Cohen will throw eight guys into a 
circle and let them go nuts. The last man to remain in the ring 
is the winner. “It gets really nasty,” Cohen says. “You can’t trust 
anybody, which is very important to security. The circle really 
puts you in a position where total situational awareness is 
necessary to survival. It’s also an intense leg and upper-body 
workout, because you are constantly pushing and pulling” 

“It takes seven or eight minutes to get everybody 
out of the circle, but some go as long as 15 or 20,” Cohen says.
